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MUST HOS. 


The notices which have appeared in 
the Paris newspapers of the annual 
wholesale wedding in Plougastel are 
aitracting more than usual attention 


from the fact that this year thirty- 
eight couples, a larger number than 
common, were united in the same 


church by the same priest and at the 
same moment. In a country com- 
munily a single marriage is enough to 
set the tongues ofthe gossips wagzing 
and keeping them going for an indefi- 
nite time before and afier such an 
event, 50 an adequate idea of the sensa- 
tion caused can hardly be gained from 
the curl announcement made in the 
papers of the French capital of this 
interesting social event. All the peo- 
ple of Plougaisiel, however, and the 
inhabitants of the surrounding dis- 
trict, appreciates this occasion as its 
Proper social value, for to them the 
annual marriage day is that for which 
all © her days are made. 

The little village of Plougastel is 
situated in Brittany and almost at the 
extreme tip of the peninsula of Finis- 
tere. [t has only about 2000 inhabi- 
tants, but, for several circumstances, 
is one of the most singular eommuni- 
ties of that strange country. The Bre- 
tons are a people to themselves; they 
are one family of the Celtic race, the 
gana which is found in Wales, in Scot- 
land-and im Ireland. There is little 
doubt that in perhistoric ages the Cel- 
tic race covered with its people a great 
part of Western FBurope, but as the 
Roman Empire expanded most of the 
Celts were subdued, the more active and 
{nsulordinate element retiring to the 
mountains of Brittany, the Vyrenees 
districts, and the great mountain chain 
which skirts the north of Spain. In 
the [iritish slles the Celts were driven 
back into Wales and the mountains 
of Scotland, and in neither of these 
lands were the mountaineers ever ef- 
fectually subdued. The Celts in Spain 
were finally induced to form an alli- 
ance with the Romans; in Brittany 
the policy of engaging them as mer- 
ceniries in the army proved effectual, 
while in Wales and Scotland they were 
so devoted to their liberty that they 
refused to serve even for pay in the 
legions, and consequently were left to 
themselves. Brittany was, in early 
times, called “Lesser Britain,” to dis- 
tinguish it from Greater Britain, be- 
yond thechannel. ‘The language spok- 
en by the Welsh and Scotch Highland- 
ers is, except in differences of dialect, 
identical with that spoken in Brittany. 
During the invasion of France by the 
English troops in 1815 the men of the 
Welsh regiments in Wellington’s army 
were astonished to find that they could 
converse ‘without difficulty with the 
people of the Breton provinces. It was 
a@ revelation to them, but the fact is 
easily understoud when it is remem- 
bered that Breton, Welshman, High- 
Jander and Kerry-boy are all of the 
w#ame family. It isa singular fact that 
as there are people in Wales and Scot- 
land who speak no Enclish, so there are 
people in Brittany who neither speak 
nor undersiana French. It is said that 
there are a millioa inhabitants of the 
peninsula to whom French is a strange 
lang iage. The number, however, of 
persons ignorant of tbe language of 
the cauntry in which they live is con- 
stantly decreasing, tor the govern-

Mountaineers pare a singular 
attachment to their hills. The Swiss, 
the mountain Scotch, the Basques, the 
Afghans, the Berbers, the Albanians 
and the Montenegrins, are all alike in 
one particular, that they will die for 
their rocks and hills, and the Bretons 
are no exception to the general rule. 
The warlike character of the people is 
aitested by their history. n every 
change of dynasty in France, they have 
ever shown a disinclination to submit 
to (he new, not from any particular at- 
tachment to the old, but from a dislike 
to change and a general aptitude for 
rebelling whenever the opportunity of- 
fered. The sturdy independence of the 
Breton character has showed itself in 
the great number of famous natives; 
Abelard, Du Guesclin, the Connetable 
de Richemont, Jacques Cartier, Miche} 
Leannec, Jules Dupres, Duguay-Tronin, 
Eratry Simon and Renan were all Bre- 
tons, and besides this distinguished list 
the fishi towns and villages alon 
the coast have furnished France with 
inuxmerable captains and admirals. 

Save in language, the people of Plou- 
gastel are quite different from the rest 
of the Bretons. They differ in ap 
pearance, in their customs, habits, and, 
epparently, in their entire character. 
Even in & thrifty mation like the 
sane the Bretons are conspicuous for 

ir careful economy, but in the heart 
of a yenurious people there is found 
this happy-go-licky set of Plougas- 
telians, always ready to take a holi- 
day, careless of money, and in many 
respects quite dissimilar from their 
Bearest neighbors. The people of 
Plougastel speak the Breton language 
like those of the surrounding communi- 
ties, but the Breton, and even the 
French spoken among them, is so pe- 
culiar, so interlarded with Spanish, 
Portuguese and Italian expressions, as 
long ago to have excited the curiasity 
of philologists. Interest aroused, led 
to investigation of the history of this 
curious community, and it was discov- 
ered that the people of this village and 
its farms were the descendants of a 
body of Spanish soldiars who followed 
Du Guesclin in one of his campai 
in the north of France. Du Guesclin

In Brittany it rains the 
year round, an umbrella is as neces- 
sary an article of general utility as & 
coat, and no young woman thinks for ® 
moment of going out, even if no further 
thin the end of the village, without her 
umbrella. hWen this useful adjunct is 
intnusted to a young gentleman, every- 
body instantly understands “Yois est 
engige; il porte la parapluie a Marie- 
Jeanne,” “Yoic is engaged; he is car- 
rying the umbrella for Marie Jeanne,” 
just as in Mexico they say: “Pedro 18 
doing the bear to Senora Lavina.’” As 
the Plougastelians constituted a separ- 
ate community in the beginning, they 
have remained so; a young man of the 
village always selects, ar has selected 
for him, a girl of his own race for a 
bride; ‘thus the community has re- 
mained entirely separate and distinct 
from its neighbors. 

Months ahead of the great marrying 
day preparation are made for the 
event. Every house in the town and 
neighborhood is put in order, the fences 
are whitewashed, the roads are clean- 
ed, pavements mended, and on every 
clothesline may be seen hanging the 
linen goods which are being bleached 
and othemwise prepared for the new 
households soon to be established. 
About a month in advance of the 
marryi day, which is in ‘the last 
week before Lent, youmg persons con- 
templating ‘matrimony send out to 

|their friends a “bidding paper.” It 
\is a queer document, for printed on @ 
single sheet, it gives notice to all 
friends that ‘‘M” has in view a mar- 
riage with ‘N,’” and that he and ehe 
and their parents will be pleased to 
accept a return for the wedding pres- 
ents they formerly semt out, and also 
that any presents from friends will be 
appreciated, properly recorded and re- 
turned, avhen occasion serves. The 
purpose of this custom is to secure @ 
proper ontfit, and the friends of the 
| groom and bride expectant at once turn 
their attention to the purchase of such 
articles as they think will be useful to 
the happy couple. Every article thus 
bought is sent to the house of the groom 
or bride with a card bearing the name 
of the donor and the price of the arti- 
cle. A list is made by the recipients 
of all presents, their nature and value, 
and when the senders tonclude to 
|marry, the same kind of present, _ if 
| possible, is returned in exchange for 
the favor. Pierre and Marie thus re- 
ceive buckets and bedsteads, wash- 
hoards, boxes of soap, bundles of can- 
'dles, packages of dried fish, chairs and

We are all fam- 
iliar with the picture of the young 
man, in all tho awkwurdness of his 
Sunday clohes, uncomfortably seated 
in a chair, his hands on his knees, und 
the bride standing, the better to show 
her dress, with her arm fondly en- 
circling his neck. ‘The Plougasiel ma- 
trimonial photograph coes not differ 
in any important respect, save that of 
costhune, from the wedding. photograph 
exposed in the windows of our own pho- 
tographers; the same degree of awk- 
wardness is shown, the same sheepish- 
ness, the same desire to perpetuate the 
memory of so great an event by its 
reproduction in pictorial form. 

A stranger in Plongastel this year 
commented upon the practice of whole- 
sale weddings and wondered whether 
sich alliancus could prove happy: The 
reflection is hardly called for. the 
first place, the young people them- 
selves have, in nearly every case, in- 
dicated iheir own preferences, while the 
matchmaker and the parents arranged 
the alliance after the choice has been 
made by the parties themselves, and, 
in the second place, experience has 
shown that, as a rule, young people 
in marrying do not themselves always 
know what they want, and that al- 
liances contracted for them are about 
as likely to prove happy as those they 
make for themselves. There is a tra- 
dition in Plougaste] that on one oc- 
casion, many years ago, by some odd 
mischance, the couples got mixed up 
and before the participants knew what 
was going on about half of them had 
been married to the wrong sxirtners.

A HELPFUL WIFE. 


Women who think wifehood and 
motherhood an obstacle to the “‘higher 
life” should read the sketch of Sarah 
Austin, published among the “Open 
Letters” of the Century. She was the 
mother of Lady Duff Gordon, whose 
letters from Egypt are a classic, and 
the wife for nearly fifty years of John 
Austin, an English lawyer, who, in the 
opinion of Lord Brougham, had the 
finest legal-intellect of his time. _ 

He lacked, thowever, the qualities 
which win success, and failed asa writ- 
er, teacher and practitioner of law. He 
died in 1859, destined, apparently, to 
remain unknown, or to be remember- 
ed as aman of great talents whose 
life was resultless. Ten years later 
his name be-ame one of the most prom- 
inent in the history of English law. 
“A woman was the leader of the deed.” 
Mrs. Anstin made her hustand famous 
by publishing his “Lectures on Juris- 
prudence’ in three volumes. 

Wives who make their husbands usu- 
ally keep in the shade, standing under 
the shadow of the man’s name. Mrs. 
Austin modestly claimed only to have 
edited her husband’s writings. What 
she really did was to collect all her 
husband’s writings—an old ‘law-book 
ust of print; a few lectures to which 
few had listened when delivered; hun- 
dreds of marginal annotatiuns in hooks 
he fad read, and scores of scraps 
scrawled in an almosc illegible hand. 
These she prit together with such lit- 
erary skill that they grew into the 
rational system of jorisprudience which 
worked a revolution in the study of 
| English law. 

The wife and mother was enabled to 
ido this great work beecar:se she had 
| been interested in her bisband’s stud- 
ies, and for fifty years his constant 
inspiration. They spent-their days in 
an almas. umbroken tete-a-tete. He 
jread anc tojked to her on the legal 
suljects which engrossed his mind, and 
accepted such assistance as she could 
| render. .

THE FARM. 


ROOT GRAFTING AND BUDDING. 
In the winter season, when out~door 
work is not convenient, root grafting 
is largely practiced in the nurseries, 
mainly in multiplying the apple. The 
young seedling—the root—to be graft- 
ed, is usually one year old, though 
sometimes two. The root or stock and 
the scion are fitted together by splice 
grafting or tongue grafting, says Na- 
tional Stockman the joint being tied 
by some material that will give way 
during the first summer’s growth—nar- 
row strips of old calico or muslin, pre- 
pared by being dipped in melted graft- 
ing wax. Whether to take a whole 
root for the graft, or merely a piece 
of a root has long been a subject of 
controversy. In the former case a 
short scion of the variety to be mul- 
tiplied is taken; in the latter case a 
much longer scion is required. Van 
Mons, the eminent Belgian authority 
on fruits and fruit trees, favored the 
latter for two reasons. First, “* The 
smallest quantity of the stock is used 
and second, because the lower portion 
of the scion being thus placed in the 
ground, it will after a time throw out 
roots from that portion, and at last will 
be actuaily growing on its own roots.” 
This would seem at first sight, to be 
best, but as many fine varieties are of 
only moderately vigorous growth it 
will be appareat Chat to graft them 
OM a 10re v.gorous root will be bene- 
l.cial; while the same treatment can- 
nol injuce ibe strong growing vari- 
elies. ius, it has been urged by some 
tbat the oniy rght way is to use the 
whole root. Consiierabis stress is plac- 
ed on the importance of the collar of 
the tree Leing Eept in its proper posi- 
tion near ihe suriace—“hetwixt wind 
and water,” as the sailor would say. 
There is something in this, undoubt- 
edly. But in a very young tree such 
as is generaliy usei for root grafting, 
adaplatiog readily takes piace, und the 
youug tree accommodates itse!f to 
changed circumstapees. [f there is 
anyluing ip this, however, a budded 
tree would be perfection itseif. In all 
the discussions on tlie subjec. no one 
has ever objected to budding, except it 
requires to be done at a time of year 
when there is plenty of other work to 
do. Other things be.ng equa!, the bud- 
ded tres is to be preferred. Yet it 
must be added that no odjection can 
justly be made to a well grown tree 
with plenty of first~«lass roots; wheth- 
er it be produced by budding or graft- 
ing, or whether the grafiing be on a 
whole root or 2 piece Of a rooi. But the 
kinds of moderate growth shouid have 
as much as possibie of the strongest 
growing stock, rome of them g-ving 
most satisfaction when grafied five or 
six feet above the ground. ; 
_ The earlier in the wimter root graft- 
ing can be done, the better, as tHis 
gives more time for the information 
of callus—the prepuration for growth 
in epring. Under favorable conditions, 
callusing proceeds at the joints effect- 
ing a union of scion and stock, and at 
other cut surfaces from which in due 
time roots will be emitted. The favor- 
able conditions are 1, a moderate de- 
gree of moisture, and 2, a temperature 
considerably above the freezing point. 
Packing the grafts in damp earth or 
sand gives the first of these condi- 
tions, and the cellar, or eome other 
place safe from frost, the second. The 
planting out should he done as soon 
ag the soil will work freely in spring. 
The whole of the seven inches (the most 
common length of the graft) should be 
placed in the ground with the excep- 
tion of the upper bud of the scion. 
And the most important thing in plant- 
ing, after putting the soil in fime tilth, 
is making the earth firm around the 
lower part of the graft. Any one not 
accustomed to the use of the dibble 
will do better in the planting by open- 
ing a varrow trench with the spade. 
The whole process will be interesting. 
But in most cases it will be better—in 
saving time—to buy the young trees 
ready for setting out in the orchard. 
Particularly will this be the beat if 
the nurseryman is near at hand, and 
is known to be an intelligent, reliable 
man. Otherwise, the home grafting may 
save from wasted years and money in 
getting varieties not suited to the lo- 
cality, to say nothing of the greater 
danger in bringing San Jose scale and 
other maladies along with the trees. 


HEIFER CALVES FOR THE DAIRY. 

Constitutional vigor and inherited 
dairy tendency are absolutely essen- 
tial; they are the foundation on which 
a dairy herd must be built. When acalf 
is dropped, says a writer to Farmer's 
Advovate, we allow {it to remain with 
the dam for a few hours only, just long 
enough for it to secure a good square 
meal of the mother’s milk. It is then 
placed {n a clean and roomy box stall. 
and taught to drink, usually at the 
first or second trial. We find that the 
cow does not fret so much, and the calf 
learns to drink with less trouble, when 
we follow this plan. We feed whole 
milk for six weeks or two months,about 
ten or tweive pounds per day at first, 
and gradually increase to about twen- 
ty pounds; two feeds per day are giv- 
en, but three would be preferable for 
the first month. When the calf is three 
or four weeks old we puta little bran 
or chopped oats in the feed box after 
giving the milk, and in a few days the 
prospective cow cultivates a taste for 
bran, oats, oil meal, and clover hay, 
which are freely supplied. Whole milk 
is all that is necessary for the first 
month, after which the ruminating sto- 
mach begins to develop and the calf 
is able to make a start on solid foods. 
We never feed any gruel, jelly, por- 
ridge, or anything of that kind, pre- 
ferring to develop the powers of mas- 
tication from the start. When the sol- 
id foods are readily taken we chance 
gradually to skim milk, of which we 
are fortunate enough to have an aban- 
dant supply at nearly all times of the 
year. The skim milk is continued un- 
til the calf is six or eight manths old, 
and sometimes even longer. We aim 
to keep our heifers in thrifty growing 
condition at all times, but never fat, 
desiring to encourage the tendency to 
ut fat in the pail and not on the back. 
t is advisable to bandle heifers a ae 
deal, so that they will learn to ve 
oo fear of the human animal. Calves do 
much better in a cool, clean, well-ven- 
tilated stable than if left to shift for 
themselves during the hot ceummer sea- 
som. They have room for ne- 


the majority of calves get a little too 
much of that article in their search 
for something edible. As heifers ad- 
vance in age they should be fed large- 
ly on the more bulky foods, in order to 
extend to some extent the abdomen an 
give ample boiler capacity. 
roots, corn fodder, cut straw, etc., wil 
very little grain, will carry them 
through the winter in hearty and vig- 
orous condition, and they will be less 
affected by the change to grass In the 
spring than grain-fed animals. 

Our heiters are generaily red to 
calve at twenty-four to twenty-seven 
months old. We have never ha! sat- 
isfactory results from those that did 
not calve until they were three years 
old. They acquire the habit of put- 
ting on beef, and like all bad habits, 
it sticks to them, After the heifer is 
fn calf she should have plenty of food 
in order to develop the mi!k giands, 
and for the last month or two hefore 
calving a liberal (grain ration is of 

at service in producing a large ud- 
der and in giving her a start on the 
road to dairy success. Most cows are 
either made or macred during the first 
period of gestation. It is not safe to 
feed much grain to an aged cow just 
before calving, owing to the danger of 
milk fever, but two-year-old heifers 
very rarely suffer from this diseas*. 
After the heifer drops her first calf 
she should be fed sparingly for a few 
days til! she regains her normal con- 
dition, after which the arnount of suc- 
culent food should he gradually in- 
areased til! che gets about all she will 
take, in order to encourage the milk- 
ing tendency and further develop the 
milk glands. Under this. system of 
management we have never los’ a calf 
and scarcely ever had a sick one. T 
a calf shows symptoms of scomisa little 
starch dissolved in water is added to 
the milk, hut in 2 bat case of scours 
it would, be hest to eliminate the poi- 
son from the system ty means of a 
dose or two of castor o! before giving 
starch, laudanum or whatever correc- 
tive is uced. Visitors at “Manle Hill” 
almost invariably express their a‘dmir- 
ation for the large and thrifty calves, 
and we fee! proud that six years of 
persistent care and laher along the 
above lines has enabled us to build up 
a dairy herd that has fev superiors 
anywhere, in heavy production, rich 
breeding, and uniformity of type.

WAR IN 1877, 


REVIEW OF THE LAST GREA 

CONFLICT IN EUROPE. 
‘Russia’s Blunders aise Beginning and 
Turkey's Toward the Clese— Military 
Operations Around Plevna—The Treaty 
eof San Stefano. and the Berlia Con- 
gress, ~ 


On April 23, the Emperor Alexander 
II. of Russia, after reviewing his armies 
(at Kischeneff and Ungbeni, on the 
|plains of Bessarabia, proclaimed war 
|upon the ‘Turk. it had been the de- 
| sire of the Emperor to make the war 
| the previous autumn, immediately af- 
ter the closing of the Constantinople 
| conference that met at the termination 
| of the Servian war; but the uncertain- 
| ty of being able to keep the communi- 
;cationof @ha army acrossthe Danube 
| during ths winter caused it tobe defer- 
rel to the spring of 1877. From the 
| declaration of war to midsummer the 
preparations for the passage of the 
Danube went on uninterruptedly. The 
neutrality of Austria had been secured 
| by the consent of Russia to her occu- 
ee of Bosnia and Herzegovina after 
' 


the war, and the promise that the Rus 
sian movements in Roumania, which 
Was ' -ed as a base against the Turks, 
shauld not extend westward of the 
,Aluta. By the first, Austria secured 
the timberland of Dalmatia and the 
road toward Salonica, and in the second 
| the superstiiious among diplomats dis- 
fcerned the eventual boundary between 
Russia and Austria north of the 
Danube. 

The Turkish army {n Bulgaria that 
was asscinbled to meet the Russian in- 
vasion was divided into two separate 
armies, the western force under Osman 
Pasha, with headqbh:artera at Widdin 
on the Danube, close to the Servian 
frontier, and the eastern, under the 
Personal command of (Abdul Kerim 
Pasha, Sirdar Ekrem, or generalissimo 
of the whole Turkish arimy in Europe, 
in the Q:adrilateral, with Shumla as 
headwuarters. The p:incipal fortresses 
along the Danube, from Widdin tothe 
Binck Sea were strongly garrisoned, 
and an Egyptian contingent under 
Prince Hassim held Varna on the 
Black Sea. ‘the

bad been drawn up by von Moltke, sub- 
ject to ihe contingencies of the Rus- 
sians forcing the passage of the Danube 
on a flan or the centre of the line.

Here was a great loxs, and to rem- 
edy it the owner should make a de- 
cided change in his feed or feeding, or 
both. Sometimes, a little change inthe 
feed of the cows will mike a great 
change in their yield; even achange 
from a good feeder te a poorer one mnay 
be a help for a time, because of the 
greater relish with which the cows may 
eat the poor feed. 

We should not set a standard for the 
average of our herds and when that 
standard is reached remain satisfied; 
we should try to increase the average 
each year, for only hy s9 ¢oing can 
we get the very best profit out of our 
cows. It is often the case that when 
we are not improving our dairies we 
will be apt to go back a little; so our 
safety lies in always working to at- 
tain a higher point than we reached 
before.

SPAIN’S STARVING PEOPLE. 


Neo Efforts te Allay the Terrible Saffering in 
Audalusia. 


If Europe were not so engrossed with 
war news the state of affairs in the 
southern provinces of Spain would at- 
tract universal attention. While the 
Goveroment is spending millions to 
crush the Cuban insurgents, thousinds 
of poor people at home are suffering the 
pangs of hunger and hundreds have 


died of actual starvation. Such a situ- 
ation would cast indelible disgrace up 
on any other Government in Europe 
but the Spanish Government appears to 
see no cause for shame. Queen Rexent 
Christina, to be sure, has urged vain 
ly that immediate measures be taken 
to save these wretched people even if 
it is necessary to suspend the despateh 
of troops to Cuba ih order to obtain 
necessary funds. 

Worn out with- worries and anxie- 
ties, the Queen Regent is now suffer- 
ing from what the court physicians ca! 
extreme nervous prostration. But then 
of course, she is not a Spanish woman, 
but a mere northerner. Castilian nerves 
are stronger and not affected by maw- 
kish sentiment. : 

The trouble originated in the failure 
of the , owing to the prolonged 
drought following previous bad years. 
Farmers everywhere were ruined, but 
despite this, strenuous efforts were 
made by tax collectors to obtain the 
ful! payment of taxes, which, since the 
outbreak of the insurrection in Cuba, 
have been intolerable in amount. The 
bankruptcy of the landowners and far- 
mers had the natural effect upon the 
general body of agricultural workers, 
who now have been driven tosomet bing 
very like rebellion. 

At thie moment bande of desperate 
men are scouring the country side com- 
mitting all kinds of excesses. The octroi 
bu'ldings (where taxes are collected up- 
on produce coming into the towns) have 
been sacked. farms pi!laged and burned, 
shops looted, and yet the Government 
cannot spare soldiers to sppress the 
cannot epare soldiers to suppress the 
brigands or money to succor the starv- 
ing people.

The passage of the Damibe by the 
Russians toward the end of June was 
affected Without resistance fron the 
Thurks, and almost immediately the 
Shindens of the Russians began.  In- 
stead of pushing out as once for |'levna, 
they wasted preciois days waiting for 
the reduction of Nikopolis, which was 
commanded by Hassan Pasha, a nep 
hew of the Sirdar Exrem. By the 
time thit was effected and a Russian 
brigade sent forward to Plevna, the 
advanced guard of Osman Vasha’s army 
that was advancing from Widdin bad 
iaken mp its powtion on the sites se- 
lected for the defences of the place, and 
was engaged in thiowing up the tem- 
porary redoubts and breastworks that 
afterward developed into the formid- 
ails lines before which the Russians 
threw away muuch valuable time and 
sacrificed tens of thousands of valiant 
soldiers. The attempt of the Russians 
todr've off the Turks was r. pulsed, and 
the rapid arrival of ihe reinforcements 
enabled the Turks to complete their 
defences before the Rrussian General 
had stifficient forces in hand to

paign. Abdul Kerim as obstinately 
refused, being well aware that the in- 
formation wanild soon find its way to 
the Russian camp through agents in 
the palace. The Sclfan,. in a moment 
of passion, ordered the old pasha’s dis- 
grace, and he was seni a prisoner to 
Lemnos, where be died a few years 
after. Dring the confusion that en- 
sued the Russians profited by the Tur- 
kish inaction. ‘They yrished a strong 
body of cavalry across the Balkans, un- 
der Gen. Gourkho, by the Hain Beghaz, 
a& puss to the eastward of the Shipka. 
Swinging around to the right after de- 
sending into the valley of the Tundja, 
Gourkho passed rapidiy to the west- 
ward throigh Eski Saghra and ihrough 
Kezanlik, from which he turned north 
up the Shipka road and established 
bimeelf firmly on the s'mmit of the 
pass. from there the Russians never 
were disloiged during the rest of the 
war. ‘The Russians north of the 
Shipka fost no time in establishi 

their conne:tions wi' bh Gourkho through 
Tirnova and Gahrova, which the Turks 
made several efforts to break, but 
without success. The Sultan, terri- 
fied with the turn affairs had taken. 
called Mehemet Ali Pasha from Novi 
Razar, where he was watching the, Ser- 
Vian and Montenegrin frontiers, and 
invested him with the sipreme com- 
mand of the army in Bulgaria, and at 
the same time ordered Suleiman Pasha, 
who had succeeded Mehemet Ali in his 
command, to advance by forced marches 
to Shipka. Mehemet Ali, immediately 
on arrival at Shumla, proceeded to or- 
ganize the army, which had now receiv- 
ed the required reinforcements for a 
forward movement: corps of 
Abmed Eyoub Pasha, which acted as a 
covering force to Rustchok, aev- 


eral minor te with the 
corps under the Cemrewiteh, afterward 


Shumls. From these Mehemet Ali 
drove them back, in a series of minor 
actions at Karahassankeui and Katze- 
levo, off the plateam into the valley 
of the Yantra, but received a check at 
Tchairkeni, and from want of transport 
and provisions was compelled to fall 
back on his line rumning from Ras- 
grad, on the Varna-Rustchuk Rail- 
way, to Eski Djuma and Oman Pazar 
in the Balkans.

and the Roumanian army was called 
to the rescue. Here as_ elsewhere 
throughont the anes encrmods 
superiority of the rtini-Peabody 
rifle, with which the Turks were arm- 
ed, exhibited itself over the trans 
formed Krinka rifle that was in the 
hands of the Ruasians. The super- 
iority of the Turkish arm over the Rus- 
sian was about as even as seryen to 
three in point of range. Mehemet Ali, 
having reorganized his forces and furm- 
ed a new plan of campaign, sent in- 
structions to Osman to evacuate Jierna 
and retire either on Orkhanich towerd 
Sofia or on Lovdsha, immediately south 
of Plevna, as he thought most axped- 
ient. Osman replied that as soon as 
he had sent away his sick and wounded 
he would act on instructions. At the 
same time Mehemet Ali telegraphed to 
Sule:man,. who was wasting the flower 
of his army in ineffectual attempts te 
carry Shipka, to leave a force sufficient 
to hold the Russians en the pass in 
observation and move reund to Osman 
Bazar by forced marches to join bim, 
The outcome. ofthese orders was clat 
the Sultan telegraphed Mehemet Ali 
that Osman had received orders from 
himself to hold on to Plevna, and Sul- 
eiman to remain at Shipka, and that 
henceforth they were detached from 
his orders. The intrigues against 


Mehemet Ali, because of his German 
origin, ended in his ultimate superces- 
sion by Suleiman. With the change 
of commanders in the Turkish army 
and the arrival of the Russian rein- 
forvements, armed with the Berdan 
rifle and Todleben as commander, the 
fortune of war turned. The efforts 
Suleiman made, first round Rustchuk 
and then in the Balkans toward Tirno- 
va, to break in on the Hussian com- 
| 


munications were repulsed at every | 


point. Osman succumbed to the block- 
ade Todleben had established round 
Plevna, and his attempt to cut his 
way out was frustrated by the Kus- 
sian General, to whom he surrounded 
with the whole of his army. 

With the collapse of the defence of 
Plevna the campaign north of the Bal- 
kans was over. ‘the retreat of the 
Turks over the Balkans and into Keou- 
melia degenerated first into a fight 
and then into a general overthrow. A

aving lost its artillery and thrown 
away its arms, to Adrianople, from 
where it was conveyed tothe Tchatald- 
ja lines before Constantinople. Oiher 
portions reached the ‘Aegean coast 
over the Rhodope Mountains, and were

The Turkish Commissioners, Safuct and 
Server Pachas, signed it only under the 
threat that if their signatures were 
not attached befare the sun had gone 
below the horizon the Russian Army 
would advance at daybreak next mori- 
ing to the assault of Constantinople.

Thetreaty ofSan Stefanowas not al- 
lowed to stand in its integrity ; and the 
intrigues set on foot by Gen. Iynati- 
eff to create a pretext for an oecupa- 
tion of Constantinople in violation of 
the pledges given by the Emperor Al- 
exander led to an understanding  be- 
tween England and Austria for com- 
bined action of the Austrian army and 
British squadrons. Two Austrian 
corps were ordered to be mobilized on 
the Russian southern frontier, and the 
British fleet was beld ready to pass in- 
to the Black Sea. ‘The Russian army 
was withdrawn and ths Berlin congress 
met. East oumelia was detached 
from Bulgaria; Servia and Montenegro 
received accessions of territory ; Greece, 
nothing. The part of Bessarabia that 
was given to Rowmania in 156, after 
the Crimean war, was taken back by 
Russia, and the northern part of the 
Dobrud ja was taken from Bulgaria and 
given to Roumania as compensation. 

All Macedonia was restored to Turk- 
ish rule, and Armenia was withdrawn 
from the effective protection of Russia. 
Austria was placed in a privileged posi- 
tion north of Macedonia; but no one 
was satisfied. ‘Ihe reault of the policy 
of the powers need not be recapitulated 
here; they are patent in the events of 
the last two years in Armenia, and the 
tragedy now being played in the land
